OKLAHOMA NEARER 


Frisco Mail Will Run Forty 
Miles an Hour Over 
Ozarks. 


After long effort by St. Louis bust- 
ness organizations a fast mail service 
comnecting Louis and the principal 
Points ef the Southwest will be inau- 
Surated on the Frisco Jan. 14. A 
train will leave St. Louis at 2:45 a, m. 
and wiil reach Monett, Mo., at 
10:15. Southwest Missouri, Kansas, 
'Oklahoma and Texas will thus be 
| brought several hours nearer to St. 
Louis. 

The train will reach Springfield at 9 
am. The schedules on the three di- 
Visions extending from Monett into 
Texas, Indian Territory and Kansas 
adjusted so that the fast mail 
#ervice will be provided on all the 
Frisco lines.

including stops, will 
be 40 miles an hour. This is conaid- 
extremely fast time over the 
heavy grades of the Ozarks. 

Connections will be possible 
Springtield to West Plains and Thay- 
er, Mo., and Mammoth Springs, Ark. 

The Frisco has also agreed to short- 
en the schedule of an inbound train 
from Monett so as to arrive in St. 
Louts at 7 a. m. Iinstesd of & o’clock, 
thus allowing southwestern mail to 
be distributed in St. Louis by the first 
morning delivery. At present this 
mai] is not delivered until afternoon 
because of the time required to assort 
it at the Postoffice. By the new ar- 
rangement all this mail will be sepa- 
rated on the train. 

The new arrangement between the 
Postoffice Department and the Frisco 
is the direct result of a conference 
held Wednesday in Washington. which 
lasted three hours. T. J. Franks, gen- 
eral agent of the Frisco, and W. F.
